PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To execute 
various job processings at the time of 
reception from a specified originating 
source and to effectively use originating 
source information by previously 
registering and setting a basic setting item 
required for the specified job processings of 
the printing and transfer of picture data at 
the time of reception in a program key as a 
macro key function. SOLUTION: The 
respective program keys 80 of a facsimile 
equipment execute setting by dividing it to 
the function setting of the jobs of PC-up, 
printing and transfer, which are required for 
a job processing corresponding to 
originating source information, and the 
execution setting of the number of printing 
pieces and a transfer destination facsimile 
number. Various information which are 
registered/set are stored in the program key 
information storage part 50 of RAM 5. 
When an incoming call arrives, originating 
source information from an opposite 
facsimile equipment is received. When 
originating source information which 
corresponds to received origination source 
information and which is registered/set by 
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the program key 80 is sequentially retrieved 
and if a matched function setting and 
execution setting exist, they are executed. 
Thus, originating source information 
transmitted from an opposite party can 
effectively be used.

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] Facsimile apparatus characterized by having the program key which a basic setting item 
required for specific job processing, such as printing to the image data which carried out facsimile 
reception, and a transfer, is made to correspond to sending agency information, and could be made to 
carry out a registration setup beforehand. 

[Claim 2] Facsimile apparatus the check message which requires the input of an execution condition 
was made to output when divided into a functional setup and an execution condition job processing 
which should be performed to sending agency information, such as printing and a transfer, it enabled 
it to register it into the above-mentioned program key at least in claim 1 , facsimile reception was 
received and only the function of job processing was set up. 

[Claim 3] Facsimile apparatus which makes the above-mentioned program key correspond to 
sending agency information, and can be made to carry out a registration setup of a sub-address and 
the password further in claims 1 or 2.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the facsimile apparatus equipped with the new 
function which can carry out assignment activation of the specific job processing, when facsimile 
reception is carried out from specific dispatch origin, using effectively the sending agency 
information sent out from a telephone switchboard, a phase hand's facsimile apparatus, etc. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Recently, in order to transmit and receive the image data of a 
manuscript in office etc., facsimile apparatus is used widely and already serves as necessaries. 
Before transmitting and receiving image data, while performing the predetermined procedure before 
transmission and performing the procedure before transmission between a transmitting side and a 
receiving side, in such facsimile apparatus, information required for transmission and reception of 
image data is transmitted and received mutually. 

[0003] In such a procedure before transmission, although sending agency information is sent out to 
the receiving side from the transmitting side, there are a name of for example, a sending agency, a 
facsimile number of a sending agency, and a sub-address in sending agency information, and these 
are stored and sent out to NSS (non-standard functional setting signal), TSI (transmit-terminal 
recognition signal), and SUB (sub-address signal), respectively. Sending agency information is 
distinguished from these communication procedure signals, and when carrying out the printout of the 
image data which distinguishes the name of a sending agency, and the facsimile number of a sending 
agency, and receives continuously from each of NSS(non-standard functional setting signal) TSI 
(transmit-terminal recognition signal), he is trying to record the name of a sending agency, and the 
facsimile number of a sending agency on the predetermined location of the recording paper in a 
receiving side. 

[0004] Moreover, when a receiving box is in a receiving side, SUB (sub-address signal) is used, but 
if this sub-address is received, it stores in the receiving box which had the image data which 
performs confidential reception and receives continuously specified. Furthermore, the signal called 
Kohler ID from a telephone switchboard may be sent out as sending agency information, this is 
analyzed by the receiving side, an addresser identification number is displayed, and it can check now 
by the user side.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, it was not able to be said that the received 
sending agency information is recorded displayed even if it receives the sending agency information 
sent out from a telephone switchboard or a transmitting side in this conventional facsimile apparatus, 
or it was only storing in the receiving box which confidential reception was performed [ box ] and 
had the image data which received specified, and sending agency information was fully used 
effectively. 

[0006] This invention is proposed in view of the above-mentioned situation, and aims at offering the 
facsimile apparatus which can carry out assignment activation of the specific job processing 
beforehand as a macro key function, using effectively the sending agency information sent out from 
a telephone switchboard, a phase hand's facsimile apparatus, etc. 
[0007] 
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[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, in facsimile 
apparatus according to claim 1, the basic setting item required for specific job processing, such as 
printing to the image data which carried out facsimile reception, and a transfer, was made to 
correspond to sending agency information, and it has the program key (macro key) which could be 
made to carry out a registration setup beforehand. 

[0008] In this invention, it can be made to prepare two or more program keys here at the body of 
equipment, and to carry out a registration setup to one program key combining sending agency 
information and a basic setting item required for specific job processing corresponding to it. In this 
facsimile apparatus, when a call in occurs After receiving the sending agency information sent out 
from an exchanger, a phase hand's facsimile apparatus, etc., the sending agency information by 
which a registration setup is carried out is sequentially retrieved to a program key. If the existence of 
activation of job processing by which a registration setup was carried out corresponding to dispatch 
former information when it distinguished whether there would be any congruous things and there 
were congruous things is distinguished and a registration setup of the job processing is carried out 
corresponding to dispatch former information, the basic actuation which performs job processing 
will be made. 

[0009] When job processing which should be performed to sending agency information, such as 
printing and a transfer, is divided into a functional setup and an execution condition, and can be 
registered now at least, facsimile reception is received and only the function of job processing is set 
up, he is trying to output the check message which requires the input of an execution condition to a 
program key in facsimile apparatus according to claim 2. 

[0010] While a functional setup means the existence of a setup of job-processing activation here, the 
concrete setting item wh|ch needs an execution condition in order to perform job processing by 
which a registration setup was carried out, such as for example, printing number of copies and a 
destination FAX number, is meant. In facsimile apparatus according to claim 3, a program key is 
made to correspond to sending agency information, and it can be made to carry out a registration 
setup of a sub-address and the password further. 

[001 1] A sub-address and a password are stored and sent out to a sub-address signal (SUB) and a 
password signal (SID) here, respectively. In facsimile apparatus If it distinguishes and there are 
congruous things, whether if a sub-address and a password are received, the sub-address and 
password by which a registration setup is carried out beforehand are sequentially retrieved to a 
program key, and congruous things are in it Facsimile apparatus makes beforehand the basic 
actuation which performs job processing by which a registration setup was carried out to a program 
key.

[Embodiment of the Invention] Below, a drawing is used and explained about the facsimile 
apparatus of this invention. Drawing 1 is the block diagram having shown an example of the 
configuration of facsimile apparatus F of this invention. Send out a dial signal to the main control 
section 1 and the telephone line L which this facsimile apparatus F consists of CPUs etc., and control 
the following each part, or In order to perform NCU2 which performs connection control to the 
telephone line L, and facsimile communication The modulation and recovery of a signal An 
actuation means is constituted from a display 7, various keys, etc. which consisted of RAM5 which 
memorizes the modem 3 to perform, the image memory 4 which stores image data, a call origination 
number to be dialed, etc., ROM6 which memorized various programs required for actuation of this 
facsimile apparatus F, a liquid crystal screen, an LED lamp, etc. The image data read by two or more 
program keys 80 and 80, the control unit 8 equipped with the read station 9 that reads image data 
in the manuscript set to the scanner, and the read station 9, and the image data which received The 
printout section 10 which carries out a printout, coding/decryption section 1 1 which encodes or 
decrypts image data for every line, and a personal computer are connected to the detail paper set 
beforehand, and it has external I/F12 for uploading the image data stored in the image memory 4. 
[0013] In this facsimile apparatus F, consist of two or more memory boxes, a box number is assigned 
to each box, it is made to correspond to each box number, and a storing situation (operating 
condition) is managed so that an image memory 4 can store two or more image data. Moreover, 
RAM5 is equipped with two or more program keys 80 and 80 and the program key information 
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storage section 50 which memorizes the various information by which a registration setup is carried 
out at ... 

[0014] In addition, although the program key information storage section 50 is constituted using a 
part of* RAM5, this invention is not limited to this but it may constitute it independently here with 
RAM5. Moreover, the program keys 80 and 80 and ... can be prepared using one-touch keys, such as 
a call origination dialing key and a function key. Next, the configuration of the program key 
information storage section 50 is explained. 

[0015] Drawing 2 is drawing having shown an example of the configuration of the program key 
information storage section 50. The program key information storage section 50 consists of two or 
more memory boxes, and can be made to carry out a 256-affair registration setup at the maximum, 
combining sending agency information and the basic setting item for job processing in each program 
keys 80 and 80 and ... (#1 - #N) so that two or more program keys 80 and 80 and various kinds of 
information by which a registration setup was carried out to ... (#1 - #N) can be memorized. 
[0016] As sending agency information here 50d of NSS (non-standard functional setting signal) 
information, TSI (Iransmit-terminal recognition signal) information 50e, 50f of Kohler ID 
information, A registration setup of 50g of SUB (sub-address signal) information and the 50h of the 
SID (password signal) information can be carried out. The FAX number of a sending agency as less 
than 16 characters and TSI information 50e for the name of a sending agency as 50d of NSS 
information For example, less than 20 figures, It considers as 50f of Kohler ID information, and the 
sub-address of a sending agency is carried out within 20 figures as less than 10 figures and 50g of 
SUB information, and the addresser identification number can be made to carry out a registration 
setup of the password of a sending agency within 20 figures as password information. 
[0017] Furthermore, respectively a functional setup and an execution condition are classified, a 
registration setup can be been made to carry out as a basic setting item for job processing, and it can 
be made to carry out as a functional setup of job processing a registration setup of the existence 
(Y/N) of PC rise job 50a, the existence (Y/N) of printing job 50b, and the existence (Y/N) of transfer 
job 50i. Meaning uploading the image data which received through external I/F12 in the personal 
computer by which PC rise job 50a was connected to facsimile apparatus F here, printing job 50b 
means carrying out the printout of the image data which received in the printout section 10, and 
transfer job 50i means transmitting the image data which received to the 3rd person's facsimile 
apparatus etc. 

[0018] Destination FAX number 50j required in order to perform printing number-of-copies 50c 
required as one execution condition in order to perform printing job 50b, and transfer job 50i etc. is 
included in a basic setting item, and it can be made to carry out a registration setup. In addition, there 
is no special execution condition about PC rise job 50a. Moreover, all over drawing, as destination 
FAX number 50j, although only the one destination has carried out a registration setup, this 
invention is not limited to this but may carry out a registration setup of two or more destinations. 
Furthermore, receiving box number 50k shows whether the image data which received was stored in 
the receiving box of image memory 4 throat, when the receiving box is established in the image 
memory 4. 

[0019] In addition, if various kinds of above-mentioned information can specify the specific program 
keys 80 and 80 and and a registration setup can be carried out by the well-known approach, and 
guidance etc. is displayed by the display 7 or it is made to carry out voice induction by the 
loudspeaker (un-illustrating), it can perform easily the activity which carries out a registration setup 
for a user. Next, actuation of facsimile apparatus F is explained using drawing 3 - drawing 5 . 
[0020] First, the actuation at the time of a call in is explained using the flow (100-109) of drawing 3 . 
First, if a call in occurs (100), facsimile apparatus F will retrieve sequentially whether with reference 
to the program key information storage section 50, there are some from which a setup of PC rise job 
50a is "Y." (101) 

If it distinguishes whether facsimile apparatus F has the name and match of the dispatch origin stored 
in NSS (non-standard functional setting signal) which retrieved 50d of NSS (non-standard functional 
setting signal) information sequentially, and received if the number of those from which a setup of 
PC rise job 50a is "Y" is also one (102) and there are congruous things, memory reception (after- 
mentioned) will be performed.

[0021] If there is that [ no ] from which a setup of PC rise job 50a is "Y" in step 101, on the other 
hand, facsimile apparatus F If the number of those from which it retrieves sequentially whether there 
are some from which a setup of printing job 50b is "Y" (103), and a setup of printing job 50b has 
become "Y" is also one Actuation after step 102 is performed, and if there is that [ no ] from which a 
setup of printing job 50b is "Y", it will retrieve sequentially whether there are some from which a 
setup of transfer job 50i is "Y." (104) 

If there is that [ no ] from which a setup of transfer job 50i is "Y" while facsimile apparatus F 
performs actuation after step 102 if the number of the things in step 104 from which a setup of 
transfer job 50i is "Y" is also one as a result of retrieval, facsimile-apparatus F will store the image 
data which usually performs reception and receives continuously in the receiving box as for which 
the image memory 4 is vacant, and will be printed. 

[0022] Moreover, if there are no name and match of the dispatch origin stored in NSS (non-standard 
functional setting signal) which received as a result of the distinction in step 102, facsimile apparatus 
F will distinguish whether there are some which are in agreement with the FAX number of the 
dispatch origin stored in TSI (transmit-terminal recognition signal) which retrieved TSI (transmit- 
terminal recognition signal) information 50e sequentially, and received. (105) 
If there is nothing that is in agreement while facsimile apparatus F performs memory reception 
(after-mentioned) if there are congruous things as a result of this distinction, it will distinguish 
whether there are some which are in agreement with the addresser identification number which 
retrieves 5 Of of Kohler ID information sequentially, and is stored in Kohler ID who received. (106) 
If there is nothing that is in agreement while facsimile apparatus F performs memory reception 
(after-mentioned) if there are congruous things as a result of this distinction, it will distinguish 
whether there are some which are in agreement with the sub-address which retrieves 50g of SUB 
(sub-address) information sequentially, and is stored in the received SUB (sub-address) information.

If there are congruous things as a result of this distinction, facsimile apparatus F If it distinguishes 

(108) and there are congruous things, whether there are some which are in agreement with 5 Oh of 
password information and the password stored in SID (password information) which received If 
there are no congruous things while facsimile apparatus F performs memory reception (after- 
mentioned), the image data which usually performs reception and receives continuously will be 
stored in the receiving box as for which the image memory 4 is vacant, and it will print it. 
[0023] On the other hand, if there are no congruous things as a result of the distinction in step 107, 
the image data which usually performs reception and receives continuously will be stored in the 
receiving box as for which the image memory 4 is vacant, and facsimile apparatus F will print it. In 
addition, by this routine, after distinguishing a basic setting item required for job processing, sending 
agency information is collated, but after this invention is not restricted to this but collates sending 
agency information, it may distinguish a basic setting item required for job processing. 
[0024] Next, memory reception is explained using the flow (200-216) of drawing 4 . First, facsimile 
apparatus F stores the image data which received in the receiving box as for which the image 
memory 4 is vacant. (200) 

At this time, facsimile apparatus F registers receiving box number 50k into the memory box in which 
a registration setup of the sending agency information (50d of NSS information, TSI information 
50e, 50f of Kohler ID information, 50g of SUB information, 50h of SID information) are in 
agreement with the received sending agency information is carried out with reference to the program 
key information storage section 50. 

[0025] Then, facsimile apparatus F distinguishes whether a setup of PC rise job 50a is "Y" with 
reference to the memory box where receiving box number 50k was registered. (201) 
If a setup of PC rise job 50a is "Y" as a result of this distinction, facsimile apparatus F distinguishes 
whether self-equipment is connected with the personal computer (202), if it does not connect, by a 
display or the printout section 10, will carry out the printout of the check message by the display 7, 
and will direct connection to a user. (203) 

In addition, this check message should just notify a user of the purport which directs the name of a 
sending agency, the FAX number of a sending agency, and connection of a personal computer at 
least. Moreover, a user may be notified of a check message by the voice from a loudspeaker (un- 
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illustrating). If it carries out like this, directions can be clarified more to a user. 
[0026] On the other hand, if self-equipment is connected with the personal computer in step 202, the 
image data stored in the image memory 4 will be uploaded in a personal computer through external 
I/F12 (204), and actuation after step 205 will be performed. Moreover, if the setup of PC rise job 50a 
is not "Y" as a result of the distinction in step 201, facsimile apparatus F performs actuation after 
step 205. 

[0027] At step 205, if it has distinguished and a setup of printing job 50b has become "Y" as a result 
of this distinction, whether a setup of printing job 50b is "Y" A setup of printing number-of-copies 
50c distinguishes whether it is "0" (206), and if facsimile apparatus F is "0" If a setup of printing 
number-of-copies 50c is not "0" while setting the flag of a manual print (207) and performing 
actuation after step 209 Only number of copies by which a registration setup was carried out carries 
out the printout of the image data stored in the image memory 4 by the printout section 11 (208), and 
actuation after step 209 is performed. 

[0028] Moreover, if printing job 50b is not "Y" as a result of the distinction in step 205, facsimile 
apparatus F performs actuation after step 209. At step 209, facsimile apparatus F Then, if it has 
distinguished and a setup of transfer job 50i has become "Y", whether with reference to the same 
memory box, a setup of transfer job 5 Oils "Y" If it distinguishes whether destination FAX number 
50j is registered (210) and destination FAX number 50j is registered, facsimile apparatus F will carry 
out call origination of the destination registered, and will transmit the image data stored in the image 
memory 4. (21 1) 

On the other hand, in step 210, if destination FAX number 50j is not registered, facsimile apparatus 
F sets the flag of manual call-back transfer. (212) 

If the above actuation is repeated and the check of all jobs is completed (213), facsimile apparatus F 
If it distinguishes (214) and the flag of a manual print or manual call-back transfer is not set, whether 
the flag of a manual print or manual call-back transfer is set After clearing the image data stored in 
the image memory 4 (215), receiving box number 50k registered into the memory box of the 
program key information storage section 50 is cleared, and memory reception is ended. 
[0029] On the other hand, if the flag of a manual print or manual call-back transfer is set in step 214, 
by a display or the printout section 10, the printout of the check message will be carried out by the 
display 7, the input of manual print number of copies or a destination FAX number will be directed 
to a user (216), and manual print and manual-call-back-transfer processing (after-mentioned) will be 
performed. 

[0030] In addition, this check message should just notify a user of the purport which directs at least 
the input of the name of a sending agency, the FAX number of a sending agency, the number of the 
program key 80 which registered receiving box number 50k, manual print number of copies, or a 
destination FAX number. Moreover, a user may be notified of a check message by the voice from a 
loudspeaker (un-illustrating). If it carries out like this, directions can be clarified more to a user. 
[0031] Next, a manual print and manual-call-back-transfer processing are explained using the flow 
(300-309) of drawing 5 . First, by the display 7, facsimile apparatus F displays the message "press a 
program key", and directs the input of a program key to a user. (300) 

If a user operates a display or the program key 80 of a number by which the printout was carried out 
in step 216 ( drawing 2 ) (301), then, facsimile apparatus F If it distinguishes whether the flag of a 
manual print is set (302) and the flag of a manual print is set, please input "manual print number of 
copies, for example. The message " is displayed and the input of manual print number of copies is 
directed to a user. (303) 

If a user inputs manual print number of copies (304), after facsimile apparatus F carries out the 
printout of the image data stored in the image memory 4 by the printout section 10 (305), it will clear 
the flag of a manual print (306) and will perform actuation after step 307. 

[0032] On the other hand, in step 302, if the flag of a manual print is not set, facsimile apparatus F 
performs actuation after step 307. At step 307, if it has distinguished whether the flag of manual call- 
back transfer is set and the flag of manual call-back transfer is set, facsimile apparatus F will display 
the message "input a destination FAX number", and will direct the input of a destination FAX 
number to a user, for example. (308) 

If a user inputs a destination FAX number (309), facsimile apparatus F carries out call origination of 
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the inputted destination, and after it transmits the image data stored in the image memory 4 (310), it 
will clear the flag of manual call-back transfer. (311) 

If actuation mentioned above is performed, facsimile apparatus F will clear the image data stored in 
the image memory 4 (312), and will end a manual print and manual-call-back- transfer processing. 
[0033] In addition, in step 312, after clearing image data, receiving box number 50i registered into 
the memory box of the program key information storage section 50 is also cleared. 
[0034] 

[Effect of the Invention] Since it is made to carry out a registration setup of the basic setting item 
required for specific job processing, such as printing to the image data which carried out facsimile 
reception, and a transfer, in facsimile apparatus according to claim 1 at a program key beforehand as 
a macro key function so that he may understand from the above explanation, when facsimile 
reception is carried out from specific dispatch origin, various job processing by which a registration 
setup is carried out can be beforehand performed to a program key, and sending agency information 
can be used effectively. 

[0035] In facsimile apparatus according to claim 2, to a program key When divide into a functional 
setup and an execution condition job processing which should be performed to sending agency 
information, such as printing and a transfer, it enables it to register it and facsimile reception is 
received When only the function of job processing is set up Since he is trying to output the check 
message which requires the input of an execution condition, if a user inputs an execution condition 
with reference to this check message, since job processing will be performed, versatility is good and 
the user- friendliness which is in charge of actual use is good. 

[0036] In facsimile apparatus according to claim 3, since a program key is made to correspond to 
sending agency information and it can be made to carry out a registration setup of a sub-address and 
the password at least, if the sub-address and password which were received when even the sub- 
address and the password carried out a registration setup are in agreement, job processing by which a 
registration setup is carried out will be beforehand performed by the program key.
